Still Moving Into South Viet Nam 


HE President's policy of sustained 
pressure on North Viet Nam is pri- 
marily, indeed solely, designed to per- 
suade the Communist ‘ 
rulers of Hanoi to let 
their neighbors alone.

Two-Man Flight 
Step Forward 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fila. (AP)-—Astronauts Virgil 
Grissom and John Young took one of history’s most 
unusual rides through space in a manoeuvrable space- 
craft today and ended their three-orbit journey safely 
on an aircraft carrier’s deck. 

Twice, they thrust their-spacecraft- Molly Brown 
into different orbits and they manoeuvred her forward, 
backwards, .sideways and upside down in a significant 
step toward the time when other craft will rendezvous 
in space and send their riders on toward the moon. 

A minor hitch in a near-perfect ride came at the 
finish, when Grissomr missed his target—the aircraft 
carrier Intrepid—by -85 miles. a 

But this made little real difference. A navy plane 
put three frogmen in the water to attach flotation gear 
to the spacecraft and a helicopter from the Intrepid 
lifted the astronauts out of the capsule later 

Grissom smiled broadly as he climbed from the 
helicopter on the Interpid’s deck and marched down a 
red carpet toward the admiral’s cabin. Young followed 
close behind.

The pulsating flight, in which the astronauts flew 
their space chariot backwards, forwards, sideways and 
upside down—and executed the first orbital shifts ever 
made by a manned space vehicle—was an effective re- 
hearsal for long-duration and rendezvous, flights plan- 
ned in the two-man Gemini program in the fiext few 
months. 

Grissom,_38-year-old air force major who became 
the first man_to rocket twice into space, and Young, 
34-year-old navy lieutenant-commander, were in the 
air four hours 54 minutes in a flight that covered more 
than 81,000 miles. 

In what was described as a “textbook flight,” they 
experienced only a few minor technical difficulties. es oe eer
